Applicant argured in substance that:: 

(1) " Neither Derrick nor Perotto, teach or suggest the sequence of mutexes asociated with a resource". 

(2) " there is not suggestion of responding to determination that a sequence of mutexes includes a previous mutex by attempting to lock 
the previous mutex in the sequence and if a result of the determination is positive, to attempt to lock the previous mutex in the sequence, 
wherein the requesting thread is suspendted if the previous mutex i already locked until the previous mutex is unlocked in response to a 
previous thread finishing access to the resource" 

(3) "there is no teaching of an additional internal mutex ". 
Examiner respecfully disagreed with Applicant's remarks: 

As to point (1), Perotto teaches sequencing of the diverse tasks performed (col.1, lines 64-65), Semaphores are used to control accesss 
to the shared resources. When a task use a share resource, a bit in a selected data register is set busy (col. 5, lines 5-8), and if the has 
been set busy by earlier task, the later task must wait until the bit is set free (col. 5, lines 10-12). 

As to point (2), Perotto teaches the state of this bit is tested by all tasks wishing to access a shared resource (col. 5, lines 9-10). 
As to point (3), Perrotto teaches semaphores (col. 5, line 5). 
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
